Jackson Raymond scored 
19 of his game-high 23 points 
and Cooper Stevenson added 
14 of his 18 points during a 
second half spree that al- 
lowed the Red Devils to pull 
out the victory. 

“It's tough when you have 
10 days off between games 
and although we did a great 
job of practicing and working 
hard last week it is really 
tough to stay in rhythm and 
that really showed in the first 
half,” East Jordan coach Nate 
Dzwik said. “I thought Inland 
Lakes did a great job of 
switching defenses and keep- 
ing us off balance, which was 
frustrating for the coaching 
staff because we knew from 
film they were going to do 
this.

JACKSON -- Over the 
past weekend, the Boyne 
City High School Varsity 
Bowling team took part in 
the Division 3 State Cham- 
pionship after claiming the 
regional crown the prior 
weekend. Boyne qualified 
as the #2 seed making the 
Top 8 Bracket Round after 8 
baker games and two indi- 
vidual games. In the 
Championship Round, the 
Ramblers fell short to Ar- 
mada by 15 pins. Armada 
earned the overall title 
with a 1,230 pin finish, 
while Boyne City placed 
second overall with 1,215 
pins. 

In just their third year as 
a program, they have had 
great support from their 
home of BC Lanes, along 
with owners Chris and 
Sandy Nelson, and man- 
ager Shantel Erber, the 
Ramblers earned their first 
regional title and appear- 
ance in the State Champi- 
onship.

148.

“It was a great 
ending to my last high 
school season. A memory 
that will never be forgot- 
ten." 

Jack finished 6th in the 
Northern Michigan Bowl- 
ing Conference and has 
signed a letter of intent to 
bowl and attend school at 
Aquinas College in the fall. 

Deming missed the 
Sweet 16 cut by 15 pins, fin- 
ishing 19th in Division 3. 
Along the way, michael 
rolled games of 226, 180, 
188, 180, 199 and 181 fora 
total of 1,154 pins.

ORDINANCE #257 


AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING AND ENACTING A NEW 
CODE FOR THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN, MICHIGAN; 
PROVIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF CERTAIN ORDI- 
NANCES NOT INCLUDED THEREIN; PROVIDING A 
PENALTY FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF; PROVID- 
ING FOR THE MANNER OF AMENDING SUCH CODE; 
AND PROVIDING WHEN SUCH CODE AND THIS ORDI- 
NANCE SHALL BECOME EFFECTIVE. 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Section 1. The Code entitled “East Jordan City Code,” published by Municipal Code Corporation, 
consisting of chapters 1 through 46, each inclusive, is adopted. 


Section 2. All ordinances of a general and permanent nature enacted on or before November 19, 
2019, and not included in the Code or recognized and continued in force by reference therein, are 


repealed. 


Section 3. The repeal provided for in section 2 hereof shall not be construed to revive any ordinance 
or part thereof that has been repealed by a subsequent ordinance that is repealed by this ordinance. 


Section 4. Unless another penalty is expressly provided, every person convicted of a violation of 
any provision of the Code or any ordinance, rule or regulation adopted or issued in pursuance thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not to exceed $500.00 and costs of prosecution, or by imprisonment for 
a period of not more than 90 days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Each act of violation and 
each day upon which any such violation shall continue or occur shall constitute a separate offense. 
The penalty provided by this section, unless another penalty is expressly provided, shall apply to 
the amendment of any Code section, whether or not such penalty is reenacted in the amendatory or- 
dinance. In addition to the penalty prescribed above, the city may pursue other remedies such as 
abatement of nuisances, injunctive relief and revocation of licenses or permits. 


Section 5. Additions or amendments to the Code when passed in such form as to indicate the inten- 
tion to make the same a part of the Code shall be deemed to be incorporated in the Code, so that ref- 
erence to the Code includes the additions and amendments. 


Section 6. Ordinances adopted after November 19, 2019, that amend or refer to ordinances that have 
been codified in the Code shall be construed as if they amend or refer to like provisions of the Code. 


Section 7. This ordinance shall become effective seven days after publication.
